“EDITORS’ COPIES.” 

It is perhaps not realized what consider¬ 
able numbers of new books are sent out by 
publishers as editors’ copies, amounting in 
the case of books of slnall editions to a con¬ 
siderable proportion of the entire issue. The 
increasing number of important daily papers 
which give more or less attention to books, 
and the still greater increase in the number 
of literary or semi-literary papers have made 
necessary a considerable increase in the num¬ 
ber of review copies sent out, with the inci¬ 
dental result of interfering in some cases 
with normal retail trade. The expenditure 
•of publishers in this direction of course re¬ 
ceives a quid pro quo, when an important 
periodical devotes space and attention to a 
book far in excess of the value of the book 
itself, and publishers are cheerfully ready to 
obtain this gratuitous advertising, which is 
equally of value to the readers of the period¬ 
ical and to the publisher of the book. The 
publisher has it of course within his right to 
cut down his editors’ list as he likes and the 
whole matter is quite within his control. Of 
course many books sent out for press notice 
escape notice in this or that periodical be¬ 
cause the rush of books in these latter days 
is far beyond the possibilities of any journal, 
except those of technical record like The 
Publishers' Weekly, to notice or even re¬ 
cord, for a journal of first importance will 
now receive 2000 or 3000 volumes in a year. 
But on the whole the system is one of fair 
•exchange and even balance. 

The abitee to which it is open is the sale 
of editors’ copies for retail purposes. It is 
too often a practice of respectable period¬ 
icals to treat copies received for review as a 
source of revenue and sell them either reg¬ 
ularly or spasmodically to dealers who make 
it a special business to “cut rates/’ like the 
railroad agent, and find special opportunity 
in this class of purchases. It seems proper 
to suggest that editors’ copies ought not to 
be treated in this way. The practice varies 


very much among the several newspapers and 
other periodicals. 

In some cases the much better method 
adopted for disposing of such books has been 
that of a private sale among the members of 
the editorial staff from time to time, in which 
those who bid in more than their fair pro¬ 
portion of the books pay the excess in money 
which is received by those who have bought 
less than their share, the sales being made 
with the understanding that the purchaser is 
bidding for himself and not to make outside 
disposition of the books. In other cases 
books are distributed directly among the mem¬ 
bers of the staff and the residuum sent to a 
free library. In other cases books are sent to 
the local free library, which may perhaps some¬ 
what unfairly deprive the publisher of the 
sale of one copy, but does not have the fur¬ 
ther result of demoralizing his market. In 
some flagrant cases, books sent for review 
are hurried out of editorial offices to “book 
butchers” the very day of their receipt, to 
get the price advantage while they are fresh 
in the market; and in such cases publishers 
should protect themselves by ceasing to send 
editors’ copies. Some publishers take pre¬ 
ventive steps by stamping the words “edi¬ 
torial copy” on the title-page, but this does 
not seem quite a courteous method. 

We suggest to our brother editors that pub¬ 
lishers are entitled in reciprocal courtesy to 
protection against this method, not usually 
thought out to its consequences, of interfer¬ 
ence with their own trade; and we trust that 
this word of suggestion may have its influ¬ 
ence in remedying a small abuse which some¬ 
times has large results. 

PRINTING WITHOUT TYPE. 

“There .seems to be a likelihood,” accord¬ 
ing to an editorial writer in the Saturday 
Evening Post, “that before long movable 
types for printing will be done away with al¬ 
together, and their function, hitherto re¬ 
garded as indispensable in the art, performed 
by ingenious photographic processes. The 
books of the near future, it is predicted, will 
be made by photography, and it is not im¬ 
probable that even newspapers will be issued 
by methods in which the camera and dry- 
plate will take the place of the font of metal 
letters and the stereotype from a paper 
matrix. 

This is not mere speculation, inasmuch as 
the prediction is based upon recently patented 
inventions of a practical character. The orig¬ 
inator of the idea proposes to apply to the 
reproduction of letterpress a process not very 
different from that already used in the me¬ 
chanical multiplication of pictures. In his be¬ 
lief, if a picture can be multiplied by pho¬ 
tography, there is no reason why the same 
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method should not be employed with the text 
that is to be reproduced. A camera, placed in 
front, will photograph the letters, its distance 
from them determining the size of the text 
as it is eventually to appear. The negative 
thus made will be developed in the usual 
manner. It only remains to etch the plate and 
print from it, just as a picture similarly pre¬ 
pared is printed nowadays. 

“A machine has already been constructed 
which, taking the place of the Linotype or 
mechanical compositor of to-day, sets up the 
cards in the rack according to copy, and pho¬ 
tographs them, one line at a time, the glass 
sensitive plate moving automatically at such 
a rate as to take the matter line by line until 
it is filled. Then, of course, it is removed 
and developed in a dark room, whereupon it 
is ready to transfer its imprint to the metal 
plate, which is duly etched. The process is 
simple enough, and so expeditiously per¬ 
formed that within thirty minutes from the 
first exposure of the negative the zinc plate 
is ready to go to press. 

“This has every appearance of being an 
epoch-making invention. Hitherto it has 
been imagined that movable types represented 
the ultimate step in the art of printing; yet 
they now bid fair to be superseded by the 
camera and the drv-plate. If the discovery 
does not prove disappointing in its practical 
usefulness it will be of enormous advantage 
to the publisher of the future whose expen¬ 
sive and heavy burden of type will be re¬ 
placed by a few photographic machines and 
an equipment of lettered cards, light and eas¬ 
ily stored in small space. The fact that one 
set of letters is to serve for all sizes of ty£e 
is of the greatest importance. 

“One point not to be forgotten is that, by 
an obvious arrangement, pictures may be pho¬ 
tographed on the same plates with the letter- 
press. A drawing fresh from the artist may 
be introduced on the rack in front of the 
camera in place of cards, so as to make it ap¬ 
pear as a part of the same page.” 


BEVERLY CHEW’S FIRST EDITIONS 
SOLD. 

Beverly Chew's collection of first editions 
of American authors, consisting of upwards 
of three hundred volumes, which had taken 
twenty years to form, was sold some weeks 
ago to Dodd, Mead & Co. The collectinon in¬ 
cluded the complete writings of Longfellow. 
Hawthorne, Thoreau, Lowell, Whittier, Em¬ 
erson, Poe. Aldrich and others. The collec¬ 
tion has since been sold en bloc; but the 
Messrs. Dodd, Mead & Co. are not at liberty 
to divulge either the name of the purchaser 
or the price paid. For ten years Mr. Chew 
has been interested in the collection of first 
editions of books of the Elizabethan era. 
One of his first purchases with the proceeds 
of his sale to Dodd, Mead & Co. is said to be 
a copy of the Shakespeare Third Folio—the 
most beautiful copy, so it is said, that book- 
lovers know. We sincerely hope some well- 
to-do purchaser will buy the set en bloc 
and feel generously disposed to give it into 
the keeping of a good library. 


WHAT THE GERMAN WORKMAN 
READS. 

A German clergyman has recently pub¬ 
lished the results of his personal investiga¬ 
tion and of a comprehensive study of the sta¬ 
tistics of circulating libraries to determine 
what is read by the working classes. The 
New York Evening Post summarizes these 
observations as follows: 

“He finds, for instance, that there is nearly 
twice the demand for books on science and 
pure literature that there is for books on po¬ 
litical subjects. Apparently such a circulation 
as ’Coin’s Financial School’ or the works of 
Henry GeGrge had in this country would be 
impossible in Germany. This confirms thor¬ 
oughly the general impression of political in¬ 
ertness in the German masses. A racial ten¬ 
dency appears markedly in the large demand 
for popular books on science and philosophy. 
Haeckel and Darwin, for example, are in 
constant request. It is very doubtful if the 
statistics of our circulating libraries would 
show a similar bent for philosophy in the 
American workman. The novelists naturally 
carry the most votes. Here Zola, whose 
popularity diminishes, to be sure, leads all the 
rest. Jules Verne, who perhaps is reckoned 
as a scientist, is a bad second. The German 
classics are much read, with Heine far in the 
lead. Goethe and Schiller, Hauptmann and 
Sudermann are peers, so far as popularity is 
concerned. Spielhagen is in a class by him¬ 
self, above the classics, but far below the sen¬ 
timental and domestic Marlitt. What is most 
surprising is the demand for poetry. A 
Leipsic library, which excludes fiction, circu¬ 
lates each year among its patrons of the 
printing-trades as many volumes, chiefly po¬ 
etry and the drama, as its shelves contain.” 


COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 

RIGHT TO REBIND BOOKS. 

To clean old books, to cut off the edges of 
the leaves, and to rebind them is held by the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals, held 
at Chicago January 2. to be no invasion of 
the lights of a person holding the copyright 
for the books. The ruling was announced 
by Judges Woods, Jenkins, and Grosscup in 
reversing an order of the lower court, which 
had granted a restraining order against G. B. 
Doan and Hart Hanson, on motion of the 
American Book Company. The court, how¬ 
ever, puts a proviso upon this ruling by a 
statement that the book so rebound, recov¬ 
ered, and offered for sale should have promin¬ 
ently displayed and stamped upon its cover 
notice that the book was a second-hand copy. 

The American Book Company had com¬ 
plained that the defendants were selling old 
school books on which they, the complain¬ 
ants, had the copyright The defendants had 
acquired hundreds of thousands of copies of 
the books in various stages of preservation. 
The court says: “We think that, so far as re¬ 
spects the copyright laws of the United States, 
no legal right of the appellee was invaded by 
so doing. What was done was merely the 
restoration of the books to their original con¬ 
dition when sold by the appellee, or so near¬ 
ly so as could be done.”

After the dinner Mr. Henry Mayer gave a 
very interesting “Chalk Talk,” describing the 
characters met on an ocean liner. His carica¬ 
tures in chalk on the board were received 
with much laughter and his impersonations 
were heartily applauded. 

Since the last meeting the League has lost 
Mr. J. N. Wing, one of its most honored 
members and for a time its president. Mr. 
Butler read a tribute to Mr. J. N. Wing: 

It is my sad duty to announce the loss of 
•one of our most esteemed members, J. N. 
Wing, who died December 20, after a brief 
illness. To most of us his death came as a 
great shock, for very few knew of his illness. 
Nor did his family or physician imagine it 
would take so serious a turn. His death was 
sudden, and I only learned of it upon the day 
of his funeral. 

Gentlemen, we have lost from our midst 
one whom we were all glad to call a friend, 
and who indeed really was one. Not super¬ 
ficially, but from the heart. If we have lost 
personally, our association has lost a great 
deal more. Probably no two members were 
more closely drawn together than he and I, 
for our labors for the League were so closely 
allied that it brought us almost in daily con¬ 
tact. For two years, during the early strug¬ 
gle of the League, when we had to give enter¬ 
tainments with no money to do it with, and 
had to rely upon volunteer effort, he was my 
constant aid and support. No matter how 
trying or urgent the situation, he was ever 
ready to throw himself into the breach and 
help out. I assure you this was not done for 
any self glorification or personal pride. For 
little or no glory attached to it. No. He did 
it all, and more, too, for the benefit of the 
Booksellers’ League. The League was in his 
very heart and soul, and he labored for its 
success, harder perhaps, gentlemen, than any 
of you will give him credit for. 

He talked little of* his efforts, but I can 
assure you of my own knowledge that he 
labored incessantly for the advancement and 
glory of your association, and the latter days 
of his life were made happy by the final suc¬ 
cess and prosperous condition of the League. 
We shall sadly miss him in our counsel, at 
our board meetings, at our dinners, and in 
all the places we were wont to meet. I would 


urge upon each and everyone of us to emu¬ 
late the example he has so nobly set, and be 
as devoted, as strong-hearted and energetic 
on behalf of the League as he, and I hope, 
in fact I know, that the memory of our de¬ 
parted comrade, J. N; Wing, will live always 
in your memory as one who had the interests 
of the League at heart, and who did all one 
man could do to bring it to success. 

Mr. Butler called for a reading of the reso¬ 
lutions passed and adopted by the board, 
which met with approbation. 

The resolutions adopted are as follows: 

Whereas, It has pleased Almighty God to remove 
from among us our esteemed friend and first Presi¬ 
dent, J. N. Wing, we, his associates and fellow-mem¬ 
bers of The Booksellers’ League, desire to express 
our deep appreciation of the many and lasting obliga¬ 
tions that we owe to him for his untiring efforts in 
furthering the best interests of The Booksellers’ 
League and our calling; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That in the death of J. N. Wing The 
Booksellers’ League has lost one of its most active 
and useful members, whose utmost endeavors were 
exerted at all times for its welfare and prosperity. 

Resolved, That the heartfelt sympathy of the mem¬ 
bers be extended to his widow in her affliction. 

Resolved, That these resolutions be spread on the 
minutes and a copy transmitted to his widow. 

Mr. Walter G. Cutter, Mr. Gilman, Mr. 
JCelley and others also testified to the loss 
suffered by the League and their personal es¬ 
teem for Mr. Wing. 

The date for the Annual Dinner was set 
for February 6, 1901. This happens to be the 
same evening chosen by the Stationers’ Board 
of Trade. Perhaps upon consultation a plan 
will be made to change date and allow mem¬ 
bers to enjoy both dinners.

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ERASTUS DARROW FIFTY-FIVE 
YEARS A BOOKSELLER. 

Erastus Darrow on the 1st inst. celebrated 
his fifty-fifth anniversary as bookseller and 
publisher in Rochester, N. Y. Mr. Darrow 
commenced selling books in the Yale College 
Bookstore of A. H. Maltby, at New Haven. 
Conn., on March 4, 1841, the day Harrison 
was inaugurated President of the United 
States. Three years later Mr. Darrow de¬ 
cided to try his fortunes in the West with 
Rochester, then only thirty-four years old, 
as his objective point. It required three days 
to make the journey. He arrived at Auburn 
on the second night, and reached Rochester 
at noon of the third day. He obtained a posi¬ 
tion in Clarendon Morse’s bookstore, on the 
site of Paine’s drug store, succeeding as clerk 
the late D. M. Dewey, who then commenced 
business on his own account in Reynolds’ 
Arcade, at that time the most noted building 
in western New York. On January 1, 1846, 
Mr. Darrow opened a bookstore on his own 
account in the Minerva block, on the site of 
the present Merchants’ Bank. James H. 
Gregory was associated with him for five 
years when his brother, Wallace Darrow, be¬ 
came his partner. In 1868 Henry Kempshall 
took Wallace Darrow’s place, remaining up 
to the time of his death. When Mr. Darrow es¬ 
tablished himself in the book business Roches¬ 
ter had a population of not quite thirty thou¬ 
sand inhabitants, who were supplied with 
books by David Hoyt, William Ailing, D. M. 
Dewey, Clarendon Morse, and Mr. Darrow. 
The population since that time has increased 
nearly eight fold and some of the largest book 
stores in the State are located in the Flower 
City. Mr. Darrow was one of the first sub¬ 
scribers to the University of Rochester and 
to the Genesee Valley railroad. Though 
born over eighty years ago, (in Plymouth. 
Conn.,) Mr. Darrow is still active in business 
and takes a leading part in public and social 
affairs. In the name of the trade we wish 
our colleague many happy returns of the day. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

MARIE PELLECHET. 

Mlle. Marie Pellechet, the accomplished 
French bibliographer, died on December 11 
at Louveciennes. For many years she had 
been devoted to a scientific study of incun¬ 
abula, in which she exhibited not only un¬ 
usual zeal but also a rare talent. The first 
volume of her chief work was published at 
Paris by A. Picard in 1897, namely, “Cata¬ 
logue general des incunables des bibliotheques 
publiques de France.” By her death the com¬ 
pletion of this work will, no doubt, be inter¬ 
rupted, which is a fact that every specialist 
will deplore. Mlle. Pellechet’s industry is 
signally shown by the following selection of 
titles of her works: “Notes sur les livres 
liturgiques des dioceses d’Autun, Chalon et 
Macon, avec un choix de legons, d’hymnes et 
de proses composees en l’honneur de quel- 
ques saints specialment honores dans ces dio¬ 
ceses” (Paris : Champion, 1883) ; “Catalogue 
des incunables de la bibliotheque de Dijon” 


(Dijon : Lamarche, 1886) ; “Notes sur des 
imprimeurs du Comtat-Venaissin et de la
